General von Klack’'s, long- 
espected apologia is at length 
published under the title “The 
March on-Faris, 1914." _. 

It is-a romparatively alight 
volume of 174 pages—a meagre 
alluwance forthe most dramatic 
month in modern, pethaps in 
mniversal, history—with three 
maps, of which only the general 
one shows the Marne.

POLISH OFFENSIVE 
_ AGATNST BOLSHEVIES. 


Correspondance on the subjec” 
of the Polish ‘advance which has 
passed batween Lord on and 
Lord Robert Cecif is forwarded 
to the Daily CAranicle from the 
affica of the League of Nations 
Union 2 

Tt should be pointed ont that 
the decisian to pobtiah that day is 
that of Lord Robert: Cecil, and 
that Lord Corton points out that 
heis left without opportanity of 
adequate reply. 

Lord Robert Cecil opens the 
correspondence on May 3. He 
writs from the office of: the 
League of Nations Union -- © 

‘Dear Lord Curion,—aAs chalt- 
man of the Executive Committee 
of tha Laagne oi Nations Union, 
T venture to draw your Attantion 
to tha deplorahle events now 
taking place in Central 
Europe. - : 

For months past Poland has been 
notoriously preparing to attack 
Russia: As far es-1- can judge, 
the Soviet Government has made 
repeated and. genuine offers of 
peace, which have been set aside 
on seemingly flimsy pretexts. 

The result must be either a 


Polish succcas—which will only]! 


lend to reprisals Inter on—or a 
Polish failure, which mas probably 
produce the disruption of Poland 
or its conquest by- Russia. Ip 
either event a very seriogs gitua- 
tion for the signatories of the 
Treaty of Versailles and the peace 
of Enrope will bave been produced. 

Nor is the situation improved 
by the fact that Poland has ren- 
dered her nusthern neighbours— 
Esthonia, Latvia, and espacialls 
Lithuania— bitteriy bostile by her 
recent condact. . 

In these circumstances if is 
regrettable that the ‘machinery 
provided by Articles 1] and 1% of 
the Covenant of the League of 
vations should not have bean 
utilised; and I venture to express 
the hope that an, ‘immediate 
meeting of the Council of the 
[League mas be summoned at the 
instance of the British Govern- 
ment to deal with the sitaation. 


LORD CT RZON'S REPLY. 

Replying on May HW from the 
Foreign Office. Lord Curzon 
writes-— 

My dear Cecil. -Mr. Bonar

Many 
trees were feed on the lines of 
cew roads and in connection with 
the widering of old roads. On 
various Farm and Building Lots 

trees were felled for the cul. 
tion of ‘Guinea Grass and for 
building purposes’ respectively. 
Dead trees were removed from a 
number of -the plantations in 
Hongkongand Ko-whon, At Cheung 
Chau a forester was stationed 
throughost'the year, and his pre- 
seoce on the island has been the 
means of stopping all damage to 
the young plantaticns: Severnl of 
the “villages in the vicinity” of 
Kowloon City contlnue to give a 
lot of trouble by cutting down 
trees aod lopping of branches.

In the Beacen Hill Nursery 
about 10,000 pine tree seedlings 
were raised for planting in 1920. 
Seedlings of the following were 
also raised for the same purpose: 
—*Poincisna, Camphoar,. Albizzia, 
and Melia.” In the Suxunpo Nor- 
gery quantities of “Cassia nstuda, 
Bauhinia variegeta and Pamow- 
nia Fortunei~ were grown for 
planting out as required. 
Fenling Garden togetables were 
grown aa usual and one Chinese 
has started growing small qudn- 
tities as an experiment. Tobacco 
Was again grown, bul the reports 
received from several experta vo 
the samples subriitted to ‘them 
were tu the effect that they were 
nut suitable for cigars or 
cigarettes. The Manager of the 
British American Tobacco Com- 
pany in Hongkong has kindly pre- 
sented seeds of a variety of To- 
bacevsuitable for cigarette making. 
This will be tried in the Fanling 
Garden in 1920. An improved 
variety of Sugarcane was present- 
ed to several Chinese in the spring 
and coe man ‘reports favourably 
on it.

| (Chinese New Year Flower) bulbs 


grown in the vicinity of Amoy are 
shipped to America from Hong- 
kong. Altogether 5,012 cases, in 
various; lots, containing 627,630 
bulbs, ‘were examined and passed 
between the 7th July and 20th 
November, In addition 35 case; 
containing 13,100 bulbs, were in- 
spected and rejected. The first 
rice crop in the New Territories 
was ssid to be the best for many 
years; the second crop was also 
good. Lichecs were poor, peanuts 
fairy sugarcane and pineapples 
‘good. * 

- HAY FEVER, 

For several years past certain 
members of the medical profes- 
sion in the Colotty have held the 
opinion that the pollen of “Ligys- 
trum sinense” is the cause of the 
above distressing malady. 

This shrub flowers in the’ early 
part of the vear and it is then 
that “hay, fever” is prevalent. 

The pollen of “Ligustrum rul- 
gare,” as well aa other plants, is 
known to produce “hay fever” in 
England, and it is quite possible 
that the pollen of “Ligustrum 
sinense” is offe of the causes of 
the malady in Hongkong. . 

To preveot the pollen of the 
Istter shrub from causing any. ill 
effects, ‘for the last two or three 
years the*flower buds have’ been 
cut off before they have had time 
te open.
